At  the  aniiiial  jrcL*  ol  meeting  in  Maich  la<t.  a  vote  v.as 
pa  sed  to  puichase  lai  d  and  Imild  a  neAV  school  house  in  the 
nortli  part  of  the  town,  near  J.  E  Greeley's:  a  Ijiiilding  com- 
mittee was  chosen  and  money  raised  to  pay  the  expenses  of 
land  and  b adding.  1  he  land  was  bought  by  the  committee, 
the  budding  cuiitracted.  and  when  approaching  completion 
was  totally  destroyed  Ijy  fire,  of  an  incendiary  origin,  soon 
after  miduight.  Sunday  morning,  August  loth. 

As  there  was  no  insurance,  this  unfortunate  circumstance 
caused  a  heavy  loss  to  the  contractors  and  some  to  the  dis- 
trict. After  considerable  delay  the  contractor^  commenced 
to  rebuild. 

Before  the  fire  it  had  been  arranged  to  have  the  school 
room  completed  in  season  for  the  fall  term:  but  at  the  time  of 
the  commeiiCement  of  the  winter  term,  Dec.  6th,  it  was  in  an 
unnuLshed  state,  and  in  consecpience  the  beginning  of  this 
school  was  delayed  two  weeks. 

We  believe  this  is  the  most  pleasant  and  convenient  school 
room  in  town;  and  with  the  improved  system  of  ventilation 
employed,  calculated  to  equalize  the  heat  in  all  parts  of  the 
room,  and  at  rhe  same  time  keep  the  atmo>phere  pure  and 
wholesome:  when  the  required  out-buildings  are  completed 
and  the  griiding  of  the  grounds  finished,  it  will  he  one  of  the 
most  convenient,  pleasant  and  healthful  of  New  England 
country  -school  houses. 

The  old  houses.  Xo.  9  and  10,  have  been  disposed  of  by 
the  building  committee.  Xo  9  having  been  taken  down,  and 
Xo.  10  sold. 

This  leaves  nine  school  houses  in  town,  which  with  the 
exception  of  Xo.  2,  aie  iu  a  fairi}'  conifortaijle  condition. 
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Several,  however,  require  painting,  and  are  in  need  of  some 
other  minor  repairs. 

The  School  Board  having  had  no  funds  for  repairs  except 
the  five  per  cent,  of  the  school  money  allowed  by  law  for  that 
purpose,  have  made  none,  aside  from  ?ome  of  a  very  trifling 
and  unimportant  character,  and  as  the  financial  part  of  this 
report  will  show,  have  expended  very  little  in  that  way. 

It  will  be  necessary  hereafter  that  the  district  shall  raise 
money  for  the  purpose  of  keeping  the  school  property  in  re- 
pair or  the  School  Board  will  be  obliged  to  use  the  five  per 
cent,  of  the  school  money  for  that  purpose. 

With  one  exception,  No  8,  all  these  houses  have  been 
usad  for  school  purposes  the  past  year,  one  term  only  having 
been  kept  in  No.  1. 

Nos.  1,  3,  6,  6,  and  9  have  modern  seats  and  desks,  while 
the  old  plank  seats  are  retained  in  2,  4,  and  7.  These  last 
are  very  uncomfortable  and  inconvenient;  and  is  it  strange 
that  complaints  often  reach  us  from  children,  surroun.ded  at 
their  homes,  as  nearly  all  are,  with  a  variety  of  modern  con- 
veniences to  insure  comfort  and  happiness,  but  who  are 
obliged  to  occupy  these  relics  of  the  past  for  nearly  thirty 
hours  of  every  week  of  the  school  year? 

We  do  not  presume  to  WTite  a  school  report  that  will  meet 
the  approval  of  every  person.  Some  prefer  one  of  considera- 
ble length;  circumstantial  and  didactic  in  character;  others  are 
of  the  opinion  it  should  be  quite  short,  merely  giving  statis- 
tical and  such  other  information  as  will  meet  the  requii-ements 
of  the  law,  and  stiil  others,  who  seem  to  believe  that  a  report 
is  of  no  consequence  and  might  be  consistantly  ignored.  It 
was  doubtless  the  intention  of  the  ''General  Court,"  when 
the  system  of  printed  school  reports  was  inaugurated  and 
made  obligatory,  that  they  should  be  made  as  instructive, 
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suggestive  and  helpful  as  practicable  and  thereby  be  instru- 
ments or  agencies  calculated  to  awaken  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  of  each  town  and  direct  and  stimulate  thought  upon 
some  of  the  various   phases  and  essential  wants  of  their  re- 
spective schools.    As,  under  the  present  system,  we  have 
but  one  district,  and  all  citizens  of  both  sexes  are  invited  and 
expected  to  be  present  and  vote  at  the  annual  meeting.  It 
would  seem  that  such  information  might  be  more  easily  and 
satisfactorily  communicated  in  an  oral  manner   than   in  a 
printed  report.    Should  not  every  voter,  especially  every  tax 
payer,  and  more  particularly  every  father  and  mother,  be  will- 
ing to  spend  one  day  in  the  year  in  consultation  or  confer- 
ence, dispassionate^  receiving  and  imparling  well  digested 
-thoughts  upon  some  theme  connected  with  the  welfare  of  our 
schools  and  their  own  children  ?  Fellow  citizens,  you  have 
acted  wisely  and  liberally  in  the  past  in  granting  appropria- 
tions for  the  support   of  our  schools,  and  you  deserve  and 
have  received  from  various  sources  many  warm  commenda- 
tions.   We  trust  this  feeling  will  continue  to  be  cherished, 
coupled  with  a  hearty  co-operation  and  a  firm  determination 
to  make  effectual  every  available  instrumentality  which  will 
develope  and  secure  those  results  which  were  anticipated  by 
our  fathers  when  they  planted  and  reared  the  system  of  free 
schools,  which  has  been  so  long  the  pride  and  joy  of  New 
England.    To  accomplish  this,  the  teachers  and  committee 
must  perform  their  respective  duties  with  fidelity;  but  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  weight  of  responsibility  rests  upon 
the  citizens,  individually  and  collectively.    There  can  be  no 
better  place,  no  time  more  opportune,  no  means   more  effec- 
tual to  get  our  hearts  and  minds  harmoniously  attuned  to  our 
several  responsible  duties  than  a  well  conducted,  good  na- 
tured  lively  conference  meeting  at  our  annual  district  election. 
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Committees,  teaclieis  and  scholars  need  the  reflex  stimulus 
whicli  such  a  oatheiing'  is  srsce])til)le  of  begetting.  Believing 
that  there  will  be  a  hearty  response  to  the  above  suggestions 
and  invitation  and  that  therefore,  if  thought  desiral;le  the 
Committee  will  have  an  opjiortunity  to  present  some  ideas 
which  will  be  of  practical  use,  we  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing brief  report  of  the  general  work  and  progress  of  our 
schools. 

Nine  teachers  were  present  at  the  annual  examination  in 
April  from  wdiom  we  selected  the  number  required.  We 
were  well  pleased  with  the  fitness  and  amplitude  of  their 
qualifications  considering  their  age  and  amount  of  experience. 
At  the  close  of  the  summer  term,  two  of  the  number  resigned 
having  received  calls  from  Nashua  and  one  was  obliged  to 
leave  her  school  in  consequence  of  ill  health. 

At  the  termination  of  the  second  term  pliysical  inability 
necessitated  another  resignation,  and  one  transfer  was  effected 
by  the  committee.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Board  for  the 
past  two  3"ears,  as  it  doubtless  will  be  in  the  futtire  to  favor 
and  encourage  stability  as  far  as  is  compatible  with  the  best 
interests  of  the  schools.  Nevertheless,  changes  are  often  en- 
evitable  and  sometimes  desirable. 

Comparing  the  present  status  of  our  schools  wdth  the  past, 
we  can  plainly  discern  advancement  and  many,  very  encour- 
aging indications  for  the  future.  Yet  our  standard  is  quite 
too  low,  our  zeal  too  cold,  otir  efforts  too  feeble,  otir  sense  of 
individual  responsibility  too  languid,  our  estimation  of  the 
worth  of  physical,  moral  and  intellecttial  culture  too  dormant 
and  grovelling.  It  is  within  our  power  to  raise  our  schools  to 
a  point  of  excellence  and  perfectness  that  shall  be  pleasurable 
to  us  as  individuals,  and  an  honor  to  the  town  and  state. 
Teachers,  parents,  children,  shall  this  be  done  ? 
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In  the  supervision  of  our  schools  the  past  3^ear,  we  have  en- 
deavored to  perform  the  duties  as  watchmen  and  counsellors 
as  faithfully  as  time,  circumstances  and  ability  permitted. 
As  a  whole  there  has  been  less  friction,  better  order  and  more, 
thorough  work  accomplished  than  in  any  recent  year  of  the 
past.  Teachers  meetings  were  instituted  and  well  sustained 
as  long  as  the  season  was  propitious.  Much  advantage  can 
be  mntually  acquired  by  such  gatherings.  In  addition  to  the 
common  routine  of  studies,  physiology  has  been  taught  oral- 
ly in  an  acceptable  manner  in  most  of  our  schools,  and  com- 
position, with  one  exception,  has  received  an  amount  of  at- 
tention somewhat  commensurate  with  its  importance. 

The  younger  classes  in  grammar  are  doing  excellent  work 
and  we  hope  to  see  their  attainments  exemplified  in  the  fu- 
ture in  a  practical  manner  by  the  writing  of  compositions.  In 
this  as  in  other  branches,  ora'l  teaching  i»  of  inestimable  ad- 
vantage and  all  teachers  should  cultivate  a  talent  and  genius 
for  it.  The  y^outh  is  always  captivated  and  inspired  by  a 
teacher  that  goes  beyond  the  text  book,  and  gives  new  life 
and  light  to  what  is  too  often  the  lifeless  page.  The  majority 
of  our  schools  are  supplied  with  dictionaries.  We  have  en- 
couraged and  urged  the  importance  of  studying  the  meaning 
and  accurate  pronunciation  of  words;  for  this  kind  of  knowl- 
edge upholds  and  increases  the  knowledge  of  our  mother 
tongue,  and  in  the  end,  that  man  in  the  United  States  is  most 
thoroughly  educated  who  has  the  most  thorough  mastery  of 
English. 

A  change  without  extra  expense  has  been  effected  in  the 
copy  books  for  writing,  to  the  manifest  advantage  of  the 
scholars.  Notwithstanding  our  efforts  and  injuuctions  the 
classes  made  less  progress  in  reading  than  in  any  other  branch. 
We  have  better  arithmeticians,  better  geographers,  better 
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grammarians,  better  spellers,  better  writers  than  we  have 
readers.  An  imperfection  exists  in  this  department  of  study, 
which  can  and  should  be  remedied.  A  chan^-e  of  text  books 
may  possibly  act  as  an  incentive  to  renewed  exertion  on  the 
part  of  teachers  and  scholars.  This  will  be  a  proper  theme 
for  reflection  and  comment  at  our  school  meeting. 

More  effort  should  be  made  to  educate  the  children  in  the 
schools  in  a  thorough  knowledge  of  American  history  and  in- 
stitutions. Young  men  and  young  ladies  should  be  encour- 
ao^ed  to  investio'ate  these  mattevs  for  themselves  and  should 
be  led  to  place  a  right  estimate  upon  citizenship.  Among 
these  lines  lies  the  work  which  chiefly  needs  to  be  done,  and 
xipon  the  effectiveness  and  thoroughness  with  wliich  it  is  accom- 
plished will  depend  to  a  very  considerable  degree  the  fidelity 
and  intelligence  with  which  the  citizens,  male  and  female,  of 
the  coming  generations  will  cope  with  the  formidable  prob- 
lems which  will  pass  for  solution. 

Next  to  a  hope  of  heaven  in  importance  is  good,  robust 
health.  An  inspired  writer,  in  corresponding  with  his  friend' 
says:  "I  wish  above  all  things  that  thou  mayest  be  in  health 
and  prosper  as  thy  soul  prospereth." 

Standing  between  the  parents,  the  committee  and  the 
children,  renders  the  position  of  the  teacher  extremely  hard 
to  fill  with  satisfaction  to  all  concerned.  Hence,  sympathy 
rather  than  harsh  criticism,  should  ever  be  extended  to  the 
faithful  teacher. 

But  fev/  of  our  school  houses  are  properly  ventilated,  and 
our  children  and  teachers  are  daily  inhaling  an  impure  and 
poisonous  atmosphere,  the  teacher  especially,  as  she  is  above 
the  heads  of  the  children.  Is  it  strange  that  they  have  colds, 
coughs,  hoarseness,  weak  and  susceptible  throats,  headaches 
and  that  long  catalogue  of  nervous  derangements  which  ren- 
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der  school  work  a  drudgeiy  and  school  life  a  burden  ? 

Stagnant  air  is  as  dangerous  as  stagnant  water  !  Fellow 
citizens,  the  proper  ventilation  and  structures  of  our  school 
houses  demands  our  serious  attention  and  action  forthwith. 
If  parents  and  teachers  would  use  as  much  discrimination  and 
wisdom  in  the  nurture  and  training  of  a  child  as  they  would 
in  raisincj  and  trainincj  a  colt,  we  should  have  better  results.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

Committee  Chosen  to  Improve  the  old  Cemetery 

AT  HUDSON  CE^'TER. 


-  This  ancient  burial  ground,  containing  about  one-half  acre, 
— given  for  the  purpose  by  Deacon  Henry  Hale  as  early  as 
1787 — ^had  long  since  been  filled  with  graves,  and  had  ceased 
to  be  nsed  for  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

Through  neglect  it  had  become  thickly  overgrown  with 
trees  and  brush,  the  old  wall  had  fallen  down  and  the  gate 
gone  to  decay. 

It  was  an  eyesore  to  the  neighborhood — a  stigma  and  dis- 
grace to  the  town. 

In  the  fall  of  1886,  Judge  Addison  Brown  of  New  York, 
whose  wife  a  daughter  of  the  late  Doctor  Dustin  Barrett  of 
this  town,  contracted  for  the  clearing  of  a  portion  of  the  yard 
at  the  west  end,  and  to  have  it  put  in  a  respectable  condition 
at  his  own  expE^nse. 

Before  this  was  commenced.  ]\Ir,  John  Foster  of  Boston, 
whose  birth  is  recorded  in  the  town  records.  Dec.  7th.  1^17. 
submitted  a  written  proposal  offeriug  to  pay  the  expense, 
not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  of  enclosing  the  ceme- 
tery with  a  substantial  stone  wall  laid  in  cement,  with  iron 
gates,  provided  the  town  would  clear  the  yard  of  trees  and 
shrubbery,  and  forever  after  keep  it  in  proper  condition  and 
the  wall  in  suitable  repair. 
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The  town  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March  last  voted  to  ac- 
cept the  proposal  of  Mr.  Foster,  and  chose  Kimball  Webster, 
Daniel  M.  Greeley,  and  Henry  C.  Brown  a  committee  to  pro- 
cure the  building  of  the  wall  and  to  clear  up  the  yard. 

The  committee,  after  procuring  estimates  for  the  material 
and  building  of  such  a  wall  as  seemed  desirable,  with  a  suit- 
able foundation,  posts  and  gates,  found  that  the  cost  would 
exceed  the  amount  named  by  Mr.  Foster,  and  on  bringing  the 
matter  to  his  attention,  he  agreed  to  add  two  hundred  dollars 
to  the  amount  of  his  first  offer. 

The  committee  were  under  great  obligations  to  the  late 
Mr.  Moses  Davis  of  Nashua,  also  a  native  of  this  town.  Mr. 
Davis  declined  to  contract  for  building  the  wall,  but  acted  as 
agent  for  the  committee  in  making  contracts  for  the  stone, 
and  for  the  laying  of  the  wall  and  foundation,  at  much  better 
advantage  than  the  committee  could  have  done,  and  other- 
wise rendered  much  valuable  assistance. 

He  ever  retained  a  deep  interest  for  the  town  of  his  birth, 
and  in  view  that  the  expense  of  the  wall  was  donated  by  an- 
other non-resident  townsman,  like  himself,  he  gave  his  ser- 
vices without  any  compensation. 

Judge  Addison  Brown  paid,  as  he  agreed,  the  expense  of 
clearing  a  part  of  the  yard — twent}^  dollars. 

The  services  of  the  committee  have  been  gratuitous  :  they 
having  made  no  charges  and  received  no  compensation  in  any 
way,  excepting  for  actual  labor  performed  by  Mr.  Greeley 
and  Mr.  Brown  in  clearing  the  yard,  etc. 

Through  the  generosity  of  non-residents,  this  much  needed 
improvment  has  been  made  at  a  total  expense  to  to  the  town 
of  sixty-one  dollaro  and  seventy-five  cents. 

Sprouts  will  grow  to  some  extent  the  present  year,  and 
perhaps  for  two  or  three  years  to  come,  from  roots  unavoid- 
ably left  in  the  ground ;  and  we  would  recommend  that  some 
suitable  person  be  appointed  to  keep  them  down,  agreeably  to 
the  contract  with  Mr.  Foster,  until  the  same  shall  become 
eradicated.

School  Report, 


Fellow  CirizENS  :•— As  one  of  the  duties  assigned  us  by 
law,  the  board  would  respectfully  submit  their  third  annual 
report  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  in  Hudson  for  the  year 
ending  Mar.  1,  1888. 

The  observations  of  another  year's  work  in  the  schools  have 
furnished  abundant  material  for  your  thoughtful  considera- 
tion ;  but  the  narrow  limits  of  a  single  report  will  not  allow 
a  full  discussion  of  the  many  topics  connected  with  the  sub- 
ject of  education,  tempting  as  they  are  to  those  interested  in 
them,  but  shall  aim  to  present  a  brief,  plain  and  practical  re- 
port, touching  upon  those  subjects  most  pertinent  to  the  wel- 
fare of  our  schools,  accompanied  with  such  suggestions  and  re- 
marks as  shall  be  deemed  advisable. 

The  criticism  is  often  made  that  a  school  report  is  but  an 
annual  repetition  of  opinions  and  discussions.  Whatever 
truth  there  may  be  in  this,  be  it  remembered  that  the  topics 
themselves,  however  poorly  discussed,  are  vital  ones,  and  call 
for  continual  statement  and  re-statement  in  every  form  of  il- 
lustration and  argument.  Here,  as  in  the  moral  sphere,  no 
substantial  advance  is  made  only  by  giving  "line  upon  line 
and  precept  upon  precept." 

During  the  year  the  school  affairs  have  shown  nothing  oat 
of  the  ordinary  course.  A  prevailing  epidemic  and  the  impas- 
sable condition  of  the  roads  seriously  interrupted  the  attend- 
ance of  the  closing  weeks  of  the  winter  term ;  and  for  this 
reason  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  close  schools  Nos.  3  and  5 
one  week  before  the  alloted  time.     School  No.  4  was  length- 
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ened  two  weeks  by  a  local  fund.  A  code  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions was  drawn  up  by  our  Secretary  and  adopted  by  tha 
Board.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  and  citizens  will  care- 
fully read  and  co-operate  in  their  enforcement. 

Early  in  the  year,  the  old  series  of  readers  which  had  been 
long  in  use  was  exchanged  for  the  new  Franklin  series  with- 
out expense  to  the  scholars. 

In  reviewing  the  labors  of  the  year  we  are  gratified  in  be- 
ing able  to  report  the  schools,  generally,  in  a  more  favorable 
condition  than  at  the  opening  of  the  jem\  If,  in  a  single  in- 
stance there  has  been  shown  a  spirit  of  insubordination  and  a 
falling  away  from  a  former  standard,  in  others  there  has  been 
a  decided  improvement  both  in  discipline  and  intellectual  at- 
tainments. 

The  board  have  made  frequent  visits  to  the  school  rooms 
that  they  might  witness  their  ordina^ry  every  day  work  and 
ascertain  for  themselves  their  true  condition  and  progress  ; 
and  in  this,  more  than  by  public  examination,  have  they 
formed  the  judgment  expressed  in  this  report.  Suggestions 
and  criticisms  have  been  kindly  received  by  teachers  and  pu- 
pils, and  good  heed  given  to  advice  and  counsel.  Prominent 
among  the  suggestions  made  was  that  of  a  vigilant  watch  over 
the  morals  of  the  pupils.  Profanity,  obscenity  and  all  "evil 
communications  that  corrupt  good  manners"  have  been  re- 
buked. Our  system  of  education  contemplates  the  cultivation 
of  good  morals  and  manners  as  well  as  the  intellect. 

Teachers-  have  been  counseled  to  practice  such  discipline  as 
would  be  exercised  by  a  kind,  judicious  parent  in  his  family, 
and  not  to  resort  to  corporal  punishment  when  good  govern- 
ment can  be  maintained  by  milder  measures.  An  appeal 
should  first  be  made  to  the  higher  motives— a  sense  of  honor 
and  duty — and  to  the  power  ol  love  and  encouragement.  In 
no  case  will  a  teacher  be  justified  in  inflicting  punishment  up- 
on the  head  of  any  scholar. 

The  subject  of  ventilation  has  been  deemed  one  of  sufficient 
importance  to  receive  attention.    Some  one  has  said  that  if 
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the  occupants  of  a  building  are  to  breathe,  the  building  itself 
must  breathe.  We  are  frequently  reminded  of  the  truth  of 
this,  when,  upon  entering  the  door  of  some  school  room,  we 
are  made  sensible  of  the  presence  of  unwholesome  atmosphere 
that  should  have  some  outlet.  It  is  said  that  common  air 
containing  less  than  two  per  cent,  of  carbonic  acid  gas  will 
kill  a  healthy  animal  in  three  minutes;  and  one-fourth  of  one 
per  cent,  of  the  same  gas  will  take  life  in  ten  hours.  This 
same  gas  is  expelled  from  the  lungs  at  every  breath.  Much 
of  the  lassitude,  restlessness  and  want  of  disposition  to  study 
is  attributable  to  this  impure,  over-heated  condition  of  the  at- 
mosphere. Mental  and  physical  vigor  is  dependent  upon 
pure  air.  Hence  its  necessity.  A  number  of  our  school- 
rooms are  greatly  deficient  in  means  of  thorough  ventilation. 
A  change  of  air  can  be  effected  only  through  open  doors  and 
windows,  exposing  those  near  them  to  dangerous  drafts  of  air. 
After  another  year's  trial  of  the  system  of  ventilation  in  use 
in  school  house  No.  9  it  has  met  the  expectations  of  its  friends 
and  approved  the  wisdom  of  its  adoption.  The  purity  of 
the  air  is  at  once  noticeable  upon  entering  the  school-room. 
It  is  thought  by  some  that  it  requires  more  wood  to  heat  this 
house  ;  but  reference  to  the  treasurer's  report  will  show  that 
all  but  two  have  been  heated  at  a  greater  expense. 

Some  of  our  school-rooms  are  quite  destitute  of  apparatus 
for  illustrating  the  various  branches  taught.  The  expense  of 
such  would  be  but  trifling,  and  the  benefit  derived  valuable. 
They  tend  to  awaken  interest,  secure  attention,  and  are  as  nec- 
essary to  the  work  of  the  school-room  as  ploughs,  hoes  and 
carts  are  to  that  of  tlie  farm. 

It  is  recomm  nided  that  a  smdl  sum  of  money  be  raised  to 
be  expended  for  apparatus,  the  securing  of  better  veatilation 
and  for  other  necessary  repairs, 

SIJHOOL  STUDIES. 

TrioiiouGMNicss.  —  Earnest  eff )rts  have  been  made  to 
impress  upon  teachers  and  pupils  the  importance  of  thorough- 
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ness  in  the  elements  of  education.  Without  this  no  good 
scholarship  can  be  attained.  No  advance  to  higher  branches 
should  be  made  until  the  foundation  is  laid  deep  and  strong 
in  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  fundamental  branches.  The 
want  of  this  still  continues  to  be  a  defect  in  too  ma.ny  schools  ; 
and  although  the  evil  seems  to  be  in  a  measure  checked,  yet 
there  is  room  for  great  improvement.  The  military  rule  of 
drills  drills  sho'?Jd  be  adopted.  Children  forget  easily ;  what 
was  thought  to  be  Avell  understood  yesterday  is  forgotten  to- 
day. This  arises  from  the  superficial  manner  in  which  it  was 
studied  and  recited.  Facts  and  principles  should  be  so  thor- 
oughly learned  that  they  become  a  part  of  their  intellectual 
nature;  besides,  the  habit  thus  formed  will  increase  the 
chances  of  success  in  life  many-fold. 

Akin  to  this  is  a  want  of  practical  application  of  what  is 
learned  ;  an  evil  existing  in  some  schools  to  a  greater  degree 
than  in  others.  Pupils  go  on  from  day  to  day,  acquiring 
knowledge  without  any  direct  reference  to  its  practical  use. 
The  m.ost  successful  student  is  the  one  who  most  thoroughly 
applies  his  knowledge.  Not  that  we  would  advocate  a  know- 
ledge of  that  Oiiiv  which  brings  material  possessions ;  for 
there  is  other  kTiov.'lcdge  not  connected  with  our  daily  labors 
worthy  of  our  meditation  ;  but  he  is  not  educated  who  mere- 
ly repeats  the  teachings  of  others — he  must  think  and  apply 
for  himself. 

Progress. — Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  spell- 
ing with  very  satisfactory  results.  In  most  schools  oral  and 
written  spelling  lhas  been  practiced  conjointly.  Neither  is 
sufficient  without  the  other.  A  pupil  may  be  able  to  spell  a 
word  orally  and  misspell  it  when  asked  to  write  it ;  and  con- 
versely. 

Reading. — It  would  be  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  as 
good  progress  in  the  art  of  reading.  Good  readers  are  still 
the  exception.  Indistinct  articulation,  feeble  tones,  improper 
position,  inflection  and  emphasis  continue  to  characterize  too 
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many  readers.  There  are  exceptions  worthy  of  mention.  In 
almost  every  school  there  are  one  or  two  quite  good  readers. 
One  teacher  has  demonstrated  what  can  ha  done  in  cultivat- 
ing the  orotund  quality  of  voice.  Now,  whether  this  defect 
in  this  important  branch  is  owing  to  a  want  of  proper  instruc- 
tion or  to  neglect  and  indifference,  the  evil  should  be  remedied. 
Teachers  should  seek  to  qualify  themselves  to  give  proper  in- 
struction in  this  art — to  be  able  to  teach  by  example  as  well  as  by 
precept.  This  can  be  acquired  only  by  continued  practice.  If  a 
teacher  would  drill  her  classes  upon  a  single  paragraph  for  a 
week,  if  need  be,  until  they  can  read  it  with  distinct  articula- 
tion, proper  tone,  inflection,  etc  ,  this  in  our  opinion  would  be 
the  correct  way  of  teaching  reading  ;  and  possibly  we  should 
hear  less  complaints  of  pupils  becoming  tired  of  their  readers. 

Wkiting.  Only  in  a  few  instances  has  the  improvement 
in  this  art  been  at  all  satisfactory.  In  two  or  three  of  the 
schools  the  writing  books  have  been  neatly  kept  and  exhibit 
specimens  of  good  penmanship,  while  too  many  show  signs  of 
carelessness  and  a  want  of  improvement,  unless  they  were 
written  like  a  Hebrew  book,  backwards.  Greater  care  should 
be  taken  in  regard  to  posture  and  the  manner  of  holding  the 
pen. 

Mental  Arithmetic— As  a  study  this  is  admirably  adapt- 
ed to  discipline  the  mind  and  develope  the  reasoning  faculties, 
and  its  pursuit  has  been  recommended  to  all,- — to  the  older  as 
well  as  the  younger  pupils. 

Geammae  and  Geography. — To  these  the  usual  amount 
of  attention  has  been  given  with  satisfactory  results.  The 
instruction  in  Grammar  has  been  more  of  a  practical  nature 
than  in  some  former  years. 

Physiology. — Increased  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
study  of  Physiology ;  especially  in  its  reference  to  the  effects 
of  narcotics  and  stimulants  upon  the  human  system.  The 
method  of  instruction  has  been  wholly  oral.  While  we  con- 
cede the  value  of  mathematical  acquirements,  would  it  not  be 
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better  if  scholars  knew  more  of  the  physical  laws  of  their  con- 
stitutions, even  if  they  neglect  some  of  the  more  advanced  por- 
tions of  arithmetic  or  algebra  ? 

BEMABKS. 

The  evil  of  letting  children  choose  for  themselves  the  stud- 
ies they  wish  to  pursue  calls  for  rebuke.  The  habit  of  com- 
mencing one  study,  then  laying  it  aside  half  completed  for 
another,  is  one  pernicious  to  real  progress.  Good  scholarship 
is  to  be  attained  only  in  a  well  arranged  and  progressive 
course  of  study,  pursued  step  by  step  and  day  by  day. 
Teachers  and  committees  should  be  consulted, 

Honorable  mention  should  be  made  of  the  interest  manifest- 
ed by  the  scholars  of  No.  3,  during  the  Spring  term  in  beauti- 
fying their  school  grounds  by  planting  several  shade  trees  and 
cultivatino;  a  handsome  bed  of  flowers  and  makino-  other  need- 
e.d  improvements :  thereby  affording  them  more  substantial 
pleasuie,  than  had  the  time  been  spent  in  mere  sport. 

The  prize  of  a  dictionary,  so  generously  offered  by  Dr.  D. 
O.  Smith  to  the  school  making  the  most  improvement  was 
awarded  to  school  Xo.  ^  in  '86,  to  No.  3  in  '87  and  the  pres- 
.ent  year  to  Xo.  5. 

There  is  need  of  guarding  in  some  of  oiu:  schools  against 
forming  the  habit  of  dependence — against  prompting  and 
helping  the  pupil  out  of  every  difficulty  instead  of  teaching 
him  to  work  his  own  way  out.  He  should  be  taught  how  to 
study,  hoiu  to  overcome  difficulties. 

It  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  board  to  make  their  visits 
to  the  schools  something  more  than  a  mere  matter  of  form. 
The  office  of  teacher  has  been  sometimes  assumed  and  classes 
examined  as  to  to  their  comprehension  of  underlying  princi- 
ples. Closing  examinations  have  been  divested  of  the  char- 
acter of  exhibitions.  In  justice  to  our  teachers  we  would  ac- 
knowledge their  co-operation  with  us  in  this  work. 

In  this  report  the  board  have  confined  themselves  mainly 
to  defects  and  suggestions  of  improvement.    Did  space  allow 
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much  might  be  said  in  praise  of  many  features  of  our  schools^ 
and  of  a  large  number  of  our  teachers  who  have  ever  been 
mindful  of  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  them.  May  they 
reap  the  reward  which  follows  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty. 

The  board,  in  examining  the  labors  of  the  closiug  year,  find 
many  efforts  but  partially  successful  and  many  hopes  not  fully 
realized  ;  yet  they  also  feel  that  to  some  degree  have  the  ed- 
ucational interests  of  the  town  prospered  in  their  hands  and 
that  their  labors  may  in  the  near  future  bear  abundant  fruit » 

REPAIRS. 

The  district  at  its  annual  meeting  in  March  last,  voted  to 
raise  1500  to  be  appropriated  so  far  as  necessary  by  the  build- 
ing committee  chosen  in  1886,  to  finish  school  house  No.  9, 
and  to  build  a  suitable  out  building  ;  the  balance  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  school  board  for  repairs,  and  for  furnishing 
other  school  buildings. 

In  the  month  of  April,  school  house  No.  1  received  one  coat 
of  paint  on  the  outside,  and  Nos.  3  and  5,  each,  two  coats 
outside  and  one  inside. 

The  old  plank  benches  in  Nos.  4  and  7  have  been  replaced 
by  new  automatic  seats  and  desks,  which  have  added  greatly 
to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  scholars. 

Recitation  seats  for  these  two  houses  were  ordered  with  the 
desks,  but  owing  to  the  manufacturers  being  crowded  with 
orders  they  were  not  received  in  season  to  be  put  in  for  the 
winter  term.

The  School  Board  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  March  1,  1889  : 

Eight  schools  have  been  sustained,  each  liaving  three 
terms. 

Number  one,  the  smallest,  having  an  average  of  only 
six  scholars,  has  had  twenty-nine  weeks,  and  numbers 
four  and  five,  thii-ty-two  weeks  each. 

Number  three  closed  at  the  end  of  thirty  weeks, 
and  after  a  vacation  of  one  week,  having  a  local  fund — ■ 
as  have  also  numbers  four  and  five — a  short  term  of  from 
two  to  t'bur  weeks  was  commenced  by  Mr.  Brinton^M. 
Webster,  and  has  not  closed  at  the  time  of  the  writing  of 
this  report. 

All  the  other  schools  have  had  thirty  weeks  each. 

Can  the  number  of  schools  be  consistent!}^  diminished? 
We  do  not  propose  to  occupy  space  in  definately  answer- 
ing this  question,  or  entering  into  a  disquisitix)n  of  its 
merits  or  practicability  ;  but  to  submit  it  for  reflection  to 
the  district  and  those  locally  interested.  It  is  expected 
that  a  full  and  unbiassed  report  of  the  committee, 
chosen  last  year,  to  investigate  the  feasibility,  manner, 
cost,  etc  ,  of  consolidating  numbers  one  and  two,  will  be 
presented  for  approval  or  otherwise,  at  our  next  annual 
meeting. 

W^e  believe  that  as  a  whole  we  have  been  fortunate 
the  past  year  in  the  selection  of  teachers,  to  whom  to  a 
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great  degree  is  due  the  credit  of  a  decided  improvement 
of  some  of  our  schools  over  the  past. 

Twelve  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  six  of 
whom  are  residents  of  this  town. 

These  six  home  teachers  have  taught  seventeen  of  the 
twenty-four  terms  of  the  several  schools. 

With  one  exception  they  had  all  acquired  a  greater  or 
less  experience  in  teaching  in  this  or  other  towns;  and 
it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  and  pride  to  be  able  to  an- 
nounce tliat  they  are  all  entitled  to  commendation  for  fi- 
delity in  their  work,  having  won  the  esteem  and  confi- 
dence of  pupils,  parents  and  the  school  board. 

We  have  several  young  ladies  now  in  attendance, 
who  will  soon  be  fitted  to  occupy  the  chair  of  the  teach- 
er, if  they  continue  to  persevere  and  improve  all  the  ad- 
vantages that  may  be  extended  to  them. 

We  are  firm  believers  in  the  policy  of  "  protection  to 
home  production"  by  employing  our  own  teachers,  at 
least  so  long  as  they  can  successfully  compete  with  for- 
eign talent. 

The  great  majority  of  parents  fail  to  visit  the  school 
as  ofie?i  as  they  ought.  We  presume  that  nearly  or 
quite  nine-tenths  of  the  complaints  that  have  come  to 
us,  charging  faithful,  conscientious  teachers  with  inef- 
ficiency, partiality  or  other  reproach,  have  been  from 
tliose  persons  who  seldom  or  never  visit  the  school. 

And  in  our  experienced  we  are  forced  to  believe  that 
fom -filths  of  all  the  trouble  and  dissatisfaction  in  our 
schools,  arises  from  parents  encouraging  or  upholding 
their  children— - in  many  instances  unconsciously — in 
conduct  derogatory  to  a  good  school. 

One  of  the  duties  of  the  school  board  is  to  employ 
teacliers,  and  wliile  we  do  not  claim  to  be  omniscient, 
we  have  spared  neither  time  nor  pains  to  select  the  ser- 
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vices  of  the  best  that  the  salaries  we  have  been  able  to 
pay  would  command. 

We  have  earnestly  endeavored  to  select  only  those  of 
irreproachable  character,  who,  after  a  thorough  exam- 
ination, have  proved  themselves  qualified  to  teach  the 
several  branches  pursued  in  the  schools  assigned  to  them, 
and  have  appeared  to  possess  the  ability  and  adaptabili- 
ty to  govern  their  schools  and  impart 'instruction. 

This  with  Irequent  visits  to  the  school  room,  especial- 
ly in  those  instances  where  new  or  inexperienced  teach- 
ers have  been  employed,  and  in  giving  them  such  in- 
structions and  suggestions  as  the  nature  of  each  case 
seemed  to  demand,  has  enabled  the  school  boar.l  to 
judge  with  a  greater  degree  of  accuracy  of  the  ability 
and  usefulness  of  the  teacher,  and  the  value  of  her  la- 
bors, than  it  was  possible  for  those  persons  to  do  who 
never  visited  the  school. 

One  day  of  each  term  has  been  allowed  teachers  as 
"  visiting  day,"  to  visit  other  schools  in  this  town. 

We  believe  that  loss  to  the  pupils  of  one  da}^  of  school 
is  far  more  than  compensated  by  the  benefits  that  accrue 
to  teachers  from  such  visits,  where  in  many  instances 
they  may  learn  and  afterwards  apply  in  their  own  work, 
some  of  the  more  practical  methods  of  discipline  and  in- 
struction of  other  teachers,  and  thereby  become  more 
efficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsible  duties. 

The  evil  consequences  arising  from  the  lack  of 
thorough  ventilation  and  the  consequent  absence  of  pure 
air  in  our  school-rooms,  has  been  amply  set  forth  in  pre- 
ceding reports,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  it  here. 

The  same  eft^ective  system  as  that  of  number  nine  has 
been  applied  ,to  school-room  number  three  ;  and  while 
it  is  comparitively  inexpensive,  we  have  seen  no  other 
that    produces  more  satisfactory  results.    We  believe 
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that  it,  or  some  other  equal]}'  efficient  system  should  be 
applied  to  all  our  school-rooms  that  now  lack  proper 
ventilation. 

Number  eight  has  not  been  occupied  for  school  pur- 
poses for  the  last  four  ^  ears,  but  to  preserve  the  build- 
ing two  coats  of  paint  have  been  applied. 

With  the  exception  of  number  two,  which  is  small,  in 
bad  repair  and  almost  unfit  for  school  purposes,  our 
school  houses  are  in  a  fairly  comfortable  condition. 

Owing  to  the  steady  and  permanent  increase  of  popula- 
tion near  the  bridge,  school  number  six  has  become 
much  larger  tlian  an\^  other  in  town,  and  tlie  school- 
room for  the  last  two  terms  has  been  taxed  to  its  utmost 
capacity  to  accommodate  the  pupils. 

Tlie  number  attending  this  school  has  increased  from 
year  to  year,  and  it  seems  to  be  almost  certain  that  it 
will  continue  to  increase  for  at  least  several  years  to  come. 
'  The  question  of  better  school  accommodations  at  this 
place  is  already  beginning  to  be  agitated,  and  it  is  one 
that  apparentlv  will  have  to  be  met  and  solved  in  the 
near  future. 

No  change  has  been  made  in  text-books  for  nearly 
two  yea  s. 

The  subject  of  free  text-books  lias  been  considerably 
agitated  in  this  State  for  several  years,  and  the  present 
indications  seem  to  point  to  a  day  not  far  distant  when 
it  will  become  the  law. 

Such  a  law  was  enacted  and  has  been  in  f)rce  in 
Massachusetts  for  several  years,  and,  so  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  learn,  has  ffiven  i{ener:il  satisfaction. 

We  are  unable  to  discern  au}^  good  reason  why  free 
text-books  should  not  be  furnished  with  free  schools, 
and  free  school-rooms  with  their  necessary  furniture  and 
apparatus. 
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It  is  true  that  under  the  present  law,  the  school  board 
is  authorized,  at  the  expense  of  the  town,  to  supply  those 
pupils  with  necessary  text-books,  whose  parents  are  in 
indigent  circumstances,  and  therefore  are  not  able  lo 
provide  them  themselves. 

Yet  this  law  is  almost  inoperative.  For  obvious  rea- 
sons, very  few  parents  claim  the  advantages  that  the  law 
anticipates. 

Several  specimens  of  map-drawing  were  exhibited  in 
schools  numbers  5  and  7,  highly  creditable  to  teacher 
and  pupils. 

We  think  this  may  and  sliould  be  encouraged,  when- 
ever the  number,  general  scholarship  and  tastes  of  the 
pupils  seem  to  warrant  its  practibility . 

-Very  much  might  be  said  in  vendication  of  its  useful- 
ness. 

Fellow  citizens,  the  most  opportune  time  and  the  least 
laborious  and  expensive  manner  of  presenting  you  the 
minutia  of  mucli  of  the  school  work  of  the  ytar  is  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  district. 

Let  fathers,  mothers,  teachers,  young  men  and  young 
ladies,  and  all  who  care  to  elevate  the  standard  of  ex- 
cellency of  our  schools,  combine  to  make  the  coming 
meeting  a  memoriable  one  in  the  annals  of  our  school 
history  ;  and  which  shall  act  as  an  incentive  to  greater 
liberality,  more  harmonious  work,  and  a  hearty  desire 
and  determination  to  do  our  whole  duty  in  such  a  man- 
ner that  we  and  our  posterity  may  not  only  receive  the 
temporal  blessings  incident  thereto,  but  the  benedictions 
of  our  Heavenly  Father.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


Another  school  3'ear  has  passed  and  left  its  impress  upon  the 
susceptible  minds  of  our  youth.  Hence,  it  once  more  becomes 
our  duty  to  submit  you  the  annual  report.  If  all  the  wise  say- 
ings and  admonitions  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  last  three 
or  five  decades  were  collected  in  one  volume,  it  would  be  of  no 
mean  dimensions.  It  is  to  be  hoped,  and  we  can  but  believe, 
that  the  seed  thus  sown  has  been  productive  of  good  results. 
It  seems  to  be  a  well  recognized  fact  that  human  nature,  mor- 
ally, physically  and  intellectually,  requires  'Mine  upon  line" 
and  ''  precept  upon  precept,"  in  order  to  develop  and  preserve 
a  healthful  amount  of  excitation,  even  if  it  be  but  a  repetition 
of  the     old,  old  story." 

SCHOOLS. 

Eight  schools  have  been  supported,  each  having  three  terms 
of  ten  weeks,  excepting  Nos.  3  and  4,  in  which  the  third  term 
was  sliortened  one  week, — the  latter  by  reason  of  sickness  of 
the  teacher,  and  the  former  by  the  presence  of  diphtheria  in 
the  district.  We  much  regret  that  the  faithful  and  eilicient 
labors  of  the  teachers  of  these  schools  coidd  not  have  been 
exhibited  at  a  public  or  closing  examination. 

It  now  seems  impracticable  to  lessen  the  number,  and  the 
patience,  sagacity  and  wisdom  of  our  citizens  are  liable  at  no 
distant  day  to  be  severelv  tested  in  tlie  prevention  or  satisfac- 
tory adjustment  of  an  increase.  Seasonable  and  deliberate 
thought  upon  this  matter  may  assist  in  the  formation  of 
judicious  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  present  and  prospective 
wants  of  the  citizens  in  No.  6,  embracing,  perhaps,  the  feasi- 
bility of  consolidating  a  portion  of  the  two  schools,  Nos.  4 
and  6,  or  some  other  scheme  which  will  best  subserve  the  gen- 
eral and  local  interests  of  the  community. 


SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

As  a  result  of  the  liberal  appropriation  by  the  town  a  com- 
modious, substantially  constructed  house,  with  all  the  neces- 
sary outbuildings,  has  been  erected  in  No.  2,  upon  or  near  the 
site  of  the  old  one. 

This  was  a  much-needed  improvement,  highly  creditable  to 
the  town,  and  apparently  well  appreciated  by  the  pupils  and 
those  directly  interested  in  the  school.  A  detailed  report  of 
the  expenditures  will  doubtless  be  rendered  at  the  annual 
school  meeting. 

The  house  in  No.  7  should  have  some  internal  repairs,  new 
doors  and  inside  painting  being  the  most  essential.  Papering 
the  walls  would  be  a  cheap  and  quite  effective  way  of  improv- 
ing the  appearance  and  giving  support  to  the  fissured  plaster- 
ing. Whoever  has  given  one  look  at  the  immediate  surround- 
ings of  scliool  house  No.  5,  cannot  but  be  in  favor  of  effecting 
a  change  that  will  make  the  locality  at  least  respectable.  The 
present  condition  is  a  foul  stigma  which  our  citizens  can  ill 
afford  to  endure,  if  we  wish  to  preserve  and  enhance  the  good 
reputation  we  have  already  achieved  in  the  matter  of  school 
appropriations.  The  improved  method  of  ventilation,  now 
existing  in  Nos.  1,  2,  3  and  9,  should  be  adopted  in  the 
remainder.  It  is  economic,  healthful,  com.paratively  inexpen- 
sive, being  permanent,  without  cost  after  its  introduction.  The 
above  wants  supplied,  all  the  houses  will  occupy,  in  structure, 
health  fulness  and  comfort,  more  than  an  average  rank  amongst 
rural  communities.  A  comparatively  small  appropriation  will 
be  sufficient  to  perfect  the  improvements  suggested. 

TEACHERS. 

Thirteen  teachers  have  been  employed,  eight  being  residents 
of  our  town.  Resignations  necessarily  produce  vacancies,  and 
although  the  number  from  various  causes  has  been  larger  than 
usual,  the  schools  have  not  apparently  been  seriously  disturbed. 
While  it  must  be  conceded  that  good  teachers  may  be  retained 
in  a  school  longer  than  is  profitable,  having  partially  outlived 
tlieii-  usefulness,  and  some  may  accomplish  their  best  work 
during  the  first  or  second  tei*m,  we  can  but  think  that  the 
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placing  of  anv  voung,  inexperienced  stranger  npon  our  role  of 
teachers  is  an  experiment  which  will  not  bear  repetition, 
except  in  unavoidable  instances,  which,  howe\er.  are  liable  to 
occur  at  anv  time. 

Your  committee  have  endeavored  to  use  the  judgment  and 
discrimination  afforded  bv  experience  and  observation  in  the 
selection  and  appro^'al  of  teachers.  But  the  field  of  labor,  the 
School,  in  its  daily  sessions,  is  pre-eminentlv  the  place  and 
time  to  determine  the  various  qualifications  required,  rather 
than  the  period  allotted  to  the  preliminary  examination.'' 
While  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  sav  that  all  have  been  con- 
scientious and  have  manifested  a  cheerful  willingness  to  per- 
form their  respective  duties  with  hdelitv,  it  would  be  unreason- 
able to  suppose  that  all  should  be  classed  in  the  same  grade  in 
point  of  excellence  and  efficiency.  Some  have  received  in- 
struction and  disciphne  in  the  Normal  or  Training  school  ; 
some  in  the  school  of  schools.  Experience  ;  and  some,  it  may 
be, -.as  teachers  are  born,  not  made,"  have  received  from  kind 
nature's  hand  a  certain  special  aptitude  for  the  successful  pros- 
ecution of  the  high  and  responsible  duties,  and  that  makes  the 
business  the  grandest  of  all  achievements  of  life  to  them.  The 
civilization  of  the  nineteenth  century  decidedly  protests  against 
that  of  the  seventeenth,  and  now  asserts,  most  emphatically, 
that  those  who  pursue  this  high  calling  should  have  not  only 
rare  mental  endowments,  but  that  they  should  have  the  natural 
or  acquired  power  of  appreciating  and  doing  what  is  required 
by  circumstances,  commonly  known  as  tact.  The  young  and 
inexperienced,  however,  must  be  permitted  and  encouraged  to 
"•  make  their  mark,"  as  favorable  opportunities  are- presented. 

A  few  susfsrestions  to  the  teachers,  and  the  \  ouno-  misses  in 
our  schools  who,  we  trust,  will  soon  be  prepared  to  enter  upon 
the  honorable  calling,  may  not  be  amiss  in  a  school  report. 

Don't  forget  the  lessons  of  last  shear's  experience.  Don't 
become  discouraged.  Be  satisfied  with  small  results  if  they 
2iXQsi(r€.  Don't  fail  to  learn  as  soon  as  possible  in  what  direc- 
tion your  pupils  need  to  work,  and  just  where  they  need  to 
begin.  Don't  get  order  in  the  school  room  at  the  expense  of 
growth.  Have  order,  not  by  all  means,  but  by  the  best  means 
only.    Don't  let  the  year  pass  without  reading  some  good  pub- 
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lications  upon  education  and  methods  of  teaching,  if  vou  wish 
to  grow  in  efficiency  and  avoid  the  odium  of  becoming  rusty. 
Don't  omit  the  visiting  day,  nor  postpone  it  to  the  last  of  the 
term  or  year.  See  other  teachers  at  work.  Be  sympathetic 
in  your  criticisms.  Go  for  help,  not  for  self-satisfaction. 
Don't  allow  yourself  to  become  fretful  over  your  work.  Be 
serene.  Use  your  powers  to  the  best  advantage,  and  teach  the 
children  to  do  the  same.  Don't  teach  an\^  lesson  without 
knowing  why  you  teach  it.  and  \\  hat  vou  hope  to  accomplish 
by  it.  Have  a  purpose  in  everv  lesson.  Don't  think  that  in- 
attention is  a  small  matte'-.  Stop  iVGi'k  ichen  yon  fail  to^'hold 
the  attention  of  youi-  class.  Study  tlic  art  of  securing  the 
habit  of  attention,  and  see  that  every  lesson  tends  to  strengthen 
that  habit  in  your  pupils.  Be  active,  vigilant,  systematic, 
prompt^  that  vou  may  neither  permit  voiusclf  nor  pupils  to 

Di'ag  for  there  is  naught  more  disheartening  to  pupils, 
visitors  and  committee,  than  a  moping,  hesitating,  half-bewil- 
dered, S[)iritless  teacher,  who  has  not  sufficient  ambition  to 
thoroughly  prepare  for  each  day's  work,  and  who  permits  so 
much  valuable  time  to  be  irretrievably  lost  by  unnecessary 
delays  as  to  be     unable  to  attend  to  all  the  regular  exercises." 

The  fact  that,  as  is  the  teacher,  so  is  the  schoob"  is,  per- 
haps, a  sufficient  apolog\-  for  the  above  suggestions.' 

FREE  TEXT-BOOKS. 

The  copy  of  the  law  relative  to  free  text-books  ztv7/ found 
07Z  the  jdtli  pcige.  It  will  be  seen  that  committees,  by  the  new 
law,  may  change  any  or  ali  books  in  use  at  the  pi'esent  time. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  the  books  now  in  use,  and  the  date 
of  introduction,  so  far  as  we  can  readily  ascertain  : —

Book  Keeping — Meservey, 
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Is  a  change  demanded  ?  A  good  law  should  not  be  made 
impopular  by  subjecting  the  town  to  unnecessan'  expense.  To 
prevent  a  too  frequent  and  expensive  change  of  books,  our  law 
wisely  provides  that  no  book  legally  introduced  into  a  school 
shall  be  displaced  under  five  years,  and  that  not  more  than  one 
of  the  text-books  or  series  on  one  subject  shall  be  changed  in 
any  one  year.  This  provision  is  suspended  b}^  the  72eiv  law 
during  the.  first  introduction  of  free  text-books,  after  which  the 
old  law  revives  and  will  be  in  full  force. 

After  a  careful  perusal  of  several  of  the  most  modern  publica- 
tions, we  are  convinced  that  we  cannot  effect  a  change  for  the 
better, — geograj^hy,  perhaps,  excepted.    This  branch  feels  the 

infirmities  of  age  "  more  quickly  than  any  other,  and  it  is 
not  unlikely  that  a  change  may  be  wrought  the  coming  season. 
Changts  thus  made  will  not  be  burdensome  to  the  tax-payers, 
while  a  welcome  relief  will  be  afforded  to  many  families  who 
have  school  children. 

Charts  and  outline  maps  are  rightfully  considered  indispen- 
sable in  the  j^rosecution  of  the  stud\'  of  geography  and  other 
branches.  Hence,  your  committee  have  purchased  six,  two  of 
the  schools  having  been  previously  supplied.  We  trust  the 
teachers  will  see  that  they  are  so  utilized  as  to  prove  the  invest- 
ment judicious. 

Geography  need  not  now  be  taught  as  a  collection  of  de- 
tached and  unrelated  facts,  independent  of  each  other,  but  may 
be  treated  as  a  science,  based  upon  established  principles  and 
applied  in  the  whole  course  of  study.  The  improvements  in 
methods  of  teaching  generally,  wdiich  have  resulted  from  the 
proper  appHcation  of  the  principles  of  mental  science  to  edu- 
cation in  all  stages  of  its  course,  have  prepared  the  way  for 
great  improvements  in  teaching  geography.  No  thoughtful 
teacher  is  now  satisfied  with  the  process  of  memorizing  dry 
facts,  which  once  constituted  the  whole  course  of  instruction 
in  this  study. 

The  conviction  is  quite  strong  that  geography  may  be  made 
the  means  of  mental  discipline^  while  at  the  same  time  it  fur- 
nishes the  mind  with  the  knowledge  necessary  for  the  practical 
duties  of  life. 
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GENERAL  CONDITION  AND  PROGRESS. 

A  retrospective  survey  of  the  work  accomplished  affords 
convincing  proof  that  our  schools  have  been  rather  more  than 
ordinarily  successful.  No  notable  frictional  disturbances  have 
arisen  during  the  \  ear.  Parents  as  a  whole  have  shov^n  an 
increased  8f)licitu(le  for  the  mental  welfare  of  their  cliildren  by 
a  general  spirit  of  enquirv,  if  not  by  an  increase  of  visitation. 
Profanity,  clownishness  of  manners  and  language  is  sensibly 
lessening  in  amoinit,  so  far  as  oin*  limited  observation  and  the 
report  of  the  teachers  enable  us  to  decide.  The  pupils,  with 
rare  exceptions,  have  exhibited  a  commendable  submissiveness 
to  order  and  control.  Verv  mnnv  of  the  older  pupils  of  both 
sexes, — would  we  could  include  alL — are  entitled  to  much 
credit  for  tb.eir  gentlemanly  and  ladylike  deportment.  The 
government  of  a  school  cannot  alwavs  be  deterndned  bv  a  uni- 
form standard  of  stillness  or  quietude.  The  confusion  result- 
ing from  the  unavoidable  restlessness  of  twenty-five  or  more 
pupils,  must  of  necessity  exceed  that  of  a  much  smaller  num- 
ber, yet  the  order"  of  the  former  ma^•  be  as  good  oi-  better 
tlian  tlie  latter. 

The  various  branches  have  severally  receixed  the  usual 
amount  of  attention.  Satisfactory  advancement  has  been 
attained  in  most  instances,  and  frequent  review^s  lia\  e  been  en- 
couraged and  practiced. 

We  have  endeavored  more  than  ever  to,  impress  upon  tlie 
mind  of  the  pupil  the  importance  of  cidtivating  the  habit  of 
self-reliance^  that  he  may  therein'  acquire  tliat  most  esseritial 
of  all  mental  aptitudes,  that  of  thnikiiig  for  himself. 

Most  of  the  pupils  have  worked  industriously  and  perse- 
veringly,  and  hold  an  honorable  rank  as  practical  arithme- 
ticians. A  larger  number  than  usual  have  completed  and 
reviewed  both  text-books.  In  some  instances  we  have  recom- 
mended the  omission  of  the  least  important  portions  of  the 
larger  work.  If  a  text-book  sliould  be  published  better 
adapted  to  meet  tlie  wants  of  common  citizensliip,  ignoring 
that  which  is  non-practical,  we  think  its  adoption  should  be 
fivorecL  Vei^y  few  e\'ei'  need  to  apply  to  any  of  the  pui"poses 
of  business  more  tlian  a  small  j)art  of  tire  principles  and  rules 
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of  calculation  taught  in  the  text-books.  Every  biiinch  of  bus- 
iness has  its  own  requirements  in  this  respect,  and  these  are 
conrinecl  within  verv  nnrro-w  limits.  It  is  quite  ceitain  that 
much  time  now  spent  bv  manv  of  the  older  scholars  in  the 
study  of  the  more  abstruse  portioris  of  arithmetic,  can  be  em- 
ployed more  advantageously  in  the  study  of  United  States 
history,  political  econom\ .  physiology  and  our  native  lan- 
guage. 

The  signs  of  the  times  point  most  emphaticalK  to  the  im- 
portance of  the  two  former,  if  our  cherished  institutions  are 
to  be  transmitted  to  posterit}-,  unsullied.  Oh.  who  can  fathom 
the  responsibilities  of  the  guardians  and  educators  of  the  rising- 
generation  I 

We  think  there  is  a  p^7'ozL'hip-  interest  in  the  matter  of  read- 
ing.  and  hope  to  see  a  more  full  development  in  the  near 
future.  Manv  children  contract  faultv  habits  in  the  nurserv, 
at  home,  before  and  during  their  school  life,  which  are  not 
easily  eradicated  in  the  brief  period  devoted  to  the  art  when 
transplanted  to  the  school-room.  Short  lessons,  thoroughly 
studied,  c^ften  repeated,  carefullv  criticised  in  ]:)ronunciation. 
articulation  and  rapiditw  form  the  onlv  true  basis  for  sure 
progress,  and  shoujd  be  so  regarded  bv  parents,  scholars  and 
teachers.  That  we  have  a  few  quite  good  readers  and  a  much 
larger  number  not  as  good,  need  not  be  den.ca.strated  to  those 
\vho  make  occasional  visits  to  the  school-room. 

Each  school,  with  one  exception,  is  supplied  with  an  una- 
bridg^ed  dictionarv.  the  studv  of  which  should  be  encouraoed 
by  every  possible  incentive,  for  skill  in  defining  indicates  good 
thinking.  We  have  at  the  present  time  about  one  hundred 
pupils  of  ten  years  of  age  and  upwards,  and  e^  ery  two  or  four 
of  this  number  should  be  supplied  with  a  smaller  book  for 
immediate  use  at  their  seats,  using  the  larger  one  only  at  the 
teacher's  desk  for  •  reference.  These,  if  thought  desirable, 
could  be  used  by  the  more  advanced  classes  as  a  deflner  and 
speller.  In  the  matter  of  spelling,  man}-  of  the  teachers  have 
succeeded  in  arousing  a  wholesome  spirit  of  emidation,  both 
in  written  and  oral  work. 

Most  of  the  classes  have  performed  a  very  creditaV)le  amount 
of  work  in  grammar,  and  are  showing  an  increased  inteiest. 
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as  mental  acumen  is  developed  by  age  and  logical  thought. 
We  firmly  believe  that  it  should  be  a  pervading  element  in  the 
whole  home  and  school  training  of  the  3"Oung,  to  make  them 
use  their  mother  tongue  with  accuracy  and  force.  Moreover, 
the  close,  accurate  habits  of  thought  engendered  by  the  critical 
examination  of  the  English  sentence,  analytically  and  synthet- 
ically, and  the  cultivation  of  keen  perception  in  the  correction 
and  criticism  of  errors  of  speech,  are  of  incalculable  value  to 
the  learner  as  a  thiizkiiig  citizen  of  the  future.  We  would 
have  the  impression  indelibly  fixed  upon  the  the  minds  of  chil- 
dren, that  the  branch  of  study  or  book  which  helps  us  most, 
is  that  which  makes  us  think  most.  The  text-book  now  in  use 
embraces  all  the  essentials  of  the  subject,  and  the  facts  are 
presented  in  such  a  way  as  to  lay  the  foundation  for  the  fur- 
ther and  higher  study  of  language  in  all  its  departments.  We 
are  of  the  opinion,  however,  that  no  branch  is  more  depend- 
ent upon  the  living  teacher  for  success,  than  is  grammar. 

Physiology  has  been  taught  orally  in  all  the  schools  in  a 
manner  that  will,  perhaps,  meet  the  demands  of  the  law. 
With  the  aid  of  the  charts  we  ought  to  see  more  and  better 
work  in  the  future.  A  small  but  interesting  class  was  formed 
in  No.  2,  using  the  text-book. 

Similar  classes  might  be  formed  in  several  of  our  schools, 
yet  it  would  seem,  all  things  considered,  that  an  active,  ready 
teacher  might  do  equally  as  good,  if  not  better  work,  in  en- 
gaging the  attention  of  the  whole  school  by  short  readings 
from  the  text-book,  coupled  with  informal  talks  and  question- 
ings. 

Composition  has  been  practiced  in  all  our  schools,  and  by 
each  pupil  of  proper  age  and  attainments.  This  practice 
should  be  encouraged  by  all  rational  means,  and  no  parent 
should  interpose  objections  or  grant  excuses.  It  brings  into 
use  writing,  spelling,  punctuation,  and  the  power  of  express- 
ing thought  by  written  language, — "  the  flowering  out  of  the 
mind." 

Declamation  has  received  perhaps  as  much  attention  as  can 
reasonably  be  expected,  in  conjunction  with  the  many  exer- 
cises of  our  ungraded  schools.    One  piece,  even  if  it  be  short, 
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acciiratelv  memorized,  is  sufficient  for  practice  during  a  term. 
A  public  literary  exercise,  consisting  of  declamations,  read- 
ings and  compositions,  practiced  and  written  during  the  term 
or  terms,  may  be  made  highly  interesting  and  profitable  at  the 
close  of  each  term  or  school  year,  as  has  been  suggested  by 
one  or  more  of  our  teachers.  But  we  deem  it  inexpedient  to 
recom.mend  even  such  exhibitions  during  the  time  allotted  to 
the  term. 

The  copy  books  exhibited  at  the  close  of  each  term  inui- 
cated  much  care,  neatness,  antl  interest  in  the  art  of  writing. 
Accuracy  in  position  and  the  holding  of  the  pen  have  been 
faithfully  exemplified  and  diligently  required  by  each  teacher. 

Algebra  and  book-keeping  have  been  successfully  pursued 
by  as  large  a  number  as  the  attainments  and  tastes  of  the 
pupils  seemed  to  warrant. 

There  is  nothing  more  important  than  that  children  be 
familiar  with  the  history  of  their  own  country,  and  a  spirit  of 
patriotism  be  awakened  within  them.  This  should  be  taught 
them  in  our  schools.  The  best  means  of  awakening  an  inter- 
est in  the  study  of  United  States  history  may  properly  engage 
the  attention  of  committee,  parents  and  scholars. 

Members  of  the  board  have  visited  several  schools  outside 
of  our  town,  for  the  purpose  of  self-improvement,  by  observ- 
ing the  methods  of  teaching  and  general  management.  We 
confess,  with  no  small  degree  of  satisfaction,  that  our  pupils 
rank  as  high  in  scholarship  and  general  demeanor  as  in  most 
other  schools,  cities  not  excepted.  Hence,  fellow  citizens,  let 
us  take  courage,  be  hopeful,  firm  and  persevering  in  the 
observance  of  every  duty,  that  our  schools  may  be- elevated  "to 
that  standard  of  excellence,  morally,  physically  and  intellect- 
ually, that  shall  not  only  receive  the  approbation  of  our  own 
consciences,  but  the  benediction  of  Him  who  holds  and  sus- 
tains all  our  destinies. 

In  conclusion,  the  senior  member  of  the  board,  influenced 
by  a  duty  he  owes  to  himself  and  possibly  to  his  constituency, 
deems  it  expedient  to  announce  his  desire  to  retire  from  fur- 
ther official  connection  with  our  schools,  and  thus  open  the 
way  for  the  selection  of  some  3'ounger  person,  who  is  more 


able  to  bear  the  burdens  and  discharge  the  duties  of  the  res- 
ponsible and  honorable  position. 

We  trust  the  female  voters  will  not  relax  their  efforts  to  be 
present  and  participate  in  the  work  of  the  annual  school  meet- 
ing, but  manifest  an  enlarged  interest  by  increase  of  numbers, 
as  in  the  past. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
in  General  Court  convened  : — 

Section  1. — The  school  committee  of  every  city  and  town 
shall  purchase,  at  the  expense  of  such  city  or  town,  text-books 
and  other  supplies  used  in  the  public  schools  ;  and  said  text- 
books and  supplies  shall  be  loaned  to  the  pupils  of  said  public 
schools  free  of  charge,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
to  care  and  custody  as  the  school  committee  may  prescribe  ; 
provided,  that  in  purchasing  the  first  supply  of  text  books 
under  this  act,  the  school  committee  may  effect  a  change  in  the 
text-books  previously  and  then  in  use  upon  any  subject. 

Sect.  2.  Pupils  supplied  with  text-books  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  act  shall  not  be  supplied  with  similar  books  by 
the  committee  until  needed. 

Sect.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety.

Your  committee  chosen  at  the  last  annual  meeting  to  examine 
the  real  estate  in  the  town  of  Hudson,  and,  so  far  as  possible, 
to  equalize  the  valuation  of  the  same,  have  attended  to  tlie 
duties  committed  to  their  trust. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  beg  leave  to  suggest  that,  as 
we  had  reason  to  expect,  we  found  our  task  to  be  a  laborious, 
responsible  and  delicate  duty. 

It  is  a  fact  conceded  by  assessors  generally,  that  an  equitable 
equalization  of  property  for  taxation  is  the  most  difficult  matter 
connected  with  the  assessment  and  collectionof  taxes,  and  that 
'Ah^oXwX.^  pei'fect Ion  is  an  impossibility. 

We  expect  criticism,  as  there  always  will  be  in  similar  cases. 

It  is  very  natural  for  some  people  to  think — and  honestly  in 
many  instances — that  they  are  burdened  with  a  higher  propor- 
tionate tax  than  some  of  their  neighbors. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that,  v^diile  we  do  not  claim  pei'fectio7i  or 
any  superior  qualifications  for  the  position  given  us  by  our 
fellow  citizens,  we  do  have  the  consciousness  of  having  per- 
formed our  work  faithfully^  with  strict  integrity  and  impar- 
tiality y  in  each  and  every  instance,  with  the  sole  object  in  view 
to  make  a  just  and  trjie  proportionate  valuation^  based  upon 
the  combined  judgment  o{  several  members  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Upon  the  following  pages  will  be  found  the  names  of  tlie 
resident  and  non-resident  land  owners  in  town,  with  the  lunn- 
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ber  of  acres,  and  our  valuation  of  the  real  estate  owned  by 
each. 

We  w  ould  improve  this  opportunity  to  most  heartily  thank 
our  fellow  citizens  for  their  almost  universal  courtesy  and  hos- 
pitality, and  for  the  kind  assistance  rendered  the  committee 
while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.
